A GROWTH PROBLEM 
IN REVERSE 


Many people have _ difficulty 
getting things to grow, but out 
in, Alta Loma the problem of 
Mike Carrari is just the opposite. 
He can’t get his avocado trees 
to stop“growing. Or perhaps it 
would be more correct to say 
Mike would rather change the 
direction of the tres’ growth 
from up to east, west, north and 
south, 

These trees, mostly of the Co- 
cado variety, are about three 
years old but many are already 
12 feet or more in height. At 
this rate, Mike is afraid the 
trees won’t be low: enough and 
with sufficient lateral growth for 
economical fruit harvesting. 

‘So to thwart the race to the 
skies by his planting of avocados, 
Mike is now pinching out the 
tops of all the trees to promote 
lateral branching. We hope this 
solves Mike’s problem, for the 
Farm Bureau advisors have been 
at a loss to suggest anything 
more éffective, admitting they 
have little information on prun- 
ing avocados to control their

Cites Letter To Chief 

Mr. Shaw said the latter action 
was followed on the next day by 
a letter from City Manager E]- 
win Alder accepting Chief Palm- 


er’s resignation, which he had 
not submitted. This, Mr. Shaw 


said, was followed by Mr. Palm- 
er’s resignation and retirement. 

Mr. Shaw next quoted Mr. Pal- 
mer from an interview reported 
in The Upland News of March 
14, in which the chief stated: 
“TI chose to retire to protect my- 
self and my family regarding 
retirement benefits. If I had ac- 
cepted a reduction in rank, the 
council would necessarily have 
created a captaincy for me that 
could have been abolished just 
as easily.’’ 

Summing up his arguments 
for Mr. Palmer, Attorney Shaw 
said: ‘‘We do feel the vast ma- 
jority of the community would 
like him ‘back. Mr. Palmer ap- 
proves of what we are doing and 
he would like to return as police 
chief if a mandate requests... . 
We are petitioning you to ask 
"the chief back.’’ He then asked 
the council to hear testimony of 
witnesses who wanted to present 
reasons why Mr. Palmer should 
be asked to return as chief. 
Councilman Carr placed a one- 
hour limit on such testimony

Way Should Be Open Now For 
“Yes” On Santa Fe Crossing 


This discussion concerns a vital improvement in down- 
town Upland. 


We believe that most local residents are concerned with 
the full development of this city’s business district. Thus, we 
are discussing a problem that concerns business people in 
particular and all other residents in general. 


What we are referring to is a new grade crossing over 
the Santa Fe railway at Second Ave. This is a long-sought 
improvement. 


May 2 is an important date in realization of this program. 
At that time, an informal public hearing will be held by the 
Upland city council so all interested persons may express 
their views. Following this hearing, the councilmen may or 
may not file a formal application for the crossing with the 
Public Utilities commission. ‘ 


All personal objections for the crossing have been satisfied 
and the way should be open for a united community support 
for this proposal. 


Representatives of the Scheu Products Co. and of the 
citrus industry had previously protested the new Second Ave. 
crossing for specific reasons. Those reasons have now been 
removed. W. Leland Scheu of the Scheu Products Co. had very 
sound reasons to object to the proposal but in a new drawing 
of the proposed crossing changes were made to satisfy him. 


Upland Lemon Growers Assn. and the Upland Citrus Assn. 
officials had been very much concerned because of the pos- 
sibility of closing the Sultana Ave. crossing if the Second Ave. 
crossing were authorized. The answer has been given. The 
Sultana Ave. crossing will be maintained, regardless of the 
decision on the Second Ave. application. At least, Santa Fe 
officials have said so. 


So, Mr. Scheu and the citrus industry spokesmen should 
now be on the side of the Second Ave. improvement, rather 
than on the opposition. In fact, there is now no real basis for 
any opposition. 


Opening of this crossing is a vital part in the full develop- 
ment of the downtown business area. Owners of the business 
property and the tenants are aware now more than ever of 
the need immediately for improvements. 


This full development can occur when the : 
are realized: se major points 


1. Second Ave. crossing. 


2. Establishment of at least three off-street parking lots. 

3. Modernization of the business buildings. 

4. Construction of more business buildings to provide 
greater variety and a wider appeal

approval of the Second Ave. crossing by the Public Utilities 
commission.
